TWO OF THE BOBBERS CAPTURED, ONE 
OF THEM BADLY WOUNDED. 


The Attempt Wes Made Near Gorin at 
2:80 This Meret Men Shets Ex- 
changed by the Brigands and the om 
cers, bet de Far as Keown Only the 
Enmgineer Was Injared—A Posse New 
im Purselt ef Flesing Criminals—The 
Passengers Terrified by the Fesi- 
lade.

Gomm, Mo., Sept. 16. — The Colorado and 
Utah express and passenger train No. 8. 
westbound from Chicago, was attacked by 
bandits near this station at 2:30 this morn- 
ing. Theratiway company bad aa armed 
posse of Getectives on the train and was 
fully prepared for the attack. 

After a battle of twenty minutes’ duration 
with the detectives, who had been placed on 
the train at Chicago, the bandits were routed 
and escaped tothe woods. During the fusii- 
lade about fifty shots were exchanged. 

„„ Dad Prescott, the engineer, who lives 
at Sopeka, received a flesh wound in tre 
shoulder. Aside from this, nobody, as far 
as known, was burt. The work of the Dan- 
Gites came to naught, for the heavy amount 
of money known to be aboard the train was 

passengers unmolested. 

The bandits were pursted dy tie Santa © 
Fe detectives, who gave them battle, 
At Memphis, Mo., two of them were cap- 
tured. Tiere names are Charies Abrams ana 
Lincola Overfield. Abrams is badly wounded, 

TRAP LAID FOR THE BANDITS. 

The raid was planned three weeks ago, 
Dut not put into execution till this morning. 
When the train left Chicago at 5 o’clock last 
evening railroad and express detectives, 
all walking arsenals, climbed on at every 
station. Chief Detective J. J. Kenney of 
the Santa Fe, with G. ©. Montgomery, bis 
right-hand man, boarded it at Joliet, At 
Streator they were joined by two more men, 
who have been patrolling the line for twenty 
days. J. A. Matthews, who has been acting 
asaspy inthe robbers’ camp for the last 
two weeks and getting the mews of the rob- 
Ders plans, putin an appearance at Gales- 
burg. 

He brought news that the vandits met 
early in the day and decided to leave their 
hiding place near Memphis, Mo., at 8:80 
O'clock last night and make an attempt to 
get rich et the expense of the express com- 

pany. They expected to make a baul of at 
least $50,000,the Monday run being always 


THE ATTACK ON THE TRAIN.

air nad been applied. and within twenty- 
seconds from the explosion of the torpedo 
the train was at a standstill. 

From the dense undergrowth north of the 
track came four forms. The face of each 
was bidden dy a Diack mask. One, more 
agilethan the rest, rushed to the engine 
almost before his companions could reach 
the express car. He carried a rifie, and 
when within ten feet of the tender brought it 
to his shoulder, pointed it at Dad“ Pres- 
cott, the white-bearded engineer, and as he 
shouted ‘*‘Hold up your bands,’’ pulled the 
trigger. 

His am was true, and Dad“ fell to the 
floor of his cab with a ballet in his riaht 
sboulder. 

With one bound Kinney gained the top of 
the tender, and, bringing his gun to his 
shoulder, senta showerof shot almost into 
the face of the maskea individual. 
How the bandit escaped the dullete is «a 
mystery. Bat he did and made for the 
woods. 
The shot which laid Engineer Prescott iow 
was the signal for a fusilade and the woods 
rang with echoing shots. It was also the 
signal for a hasty retreat to the shelter of 
timber on the partof the greatly surprised 
robbers. Not until they reached timber did 
they answer; then they only Ored two sbots. 
But their aim was not good, and although 
men were leaning from the car windows and 
pulling triggers as fast as possible, while 
others jumped to earth and were after them 
on foot, they failed to hit a man. 
According tothe programme the robbers’ 
horses were hitched not over 100 yards away. 
When the posse from tbe train reached the 
spot they sawone animal, a gray, galloping 
north, A well directed shot brought it low, 
but there was no rider on its back. 
The place wherethe horses had been tied 
was soon found, and cut hitching-straps 
showed the haste of the riders to make their 
escape. Sheriff taling took the saddle and 
bridle from the dead gray, and says by their 
aid he will have no trouble in identifying the 
owner. The search fer deadand wounded 
woth Cay tight. 

Bat the chase after those who escaped wa 
started within ten minutes after the shooting 
ended. ‘ihe Sheriff secured horses bere, and 
with halfa dozen men started north. They 
know the men,and are confident they will 
have them in custody soon. 

PASSENGERS TERRIFIED. 
Itis not Mkely the passengers in the rear 
end of the smoker, those who were dozing in 
the chair car, and a half dosen or so sleep- 
less ones in the sleepers will ever forget the 
experience. With the first shot every man 
near awindow opened it and looked out. 
With the second he drew his head it, and 
when the volleying commenced he had not 
time to close window but just dropped fat 
Gowr on the floor of the car. 

Then the cry Train robbers’’ went 
through the train, and women went down 
on their knees, lifted their hands and 
screamed Vigorously. It was &Dsolutely im- 
possible to walk through the cars without 
climbing over the seats, When the excite- 
ment was at its height the brakeman put his 
head in the door and shouted: ‘‘Keep your 
heads down, ladies and gentiemen. Train 
robbers are outside.

The former was severely wounded by one 
of the posse in pursuit. The robbers are all 
young farmers. Charles Abrams has already 
servedatermin the penitentiary for horse 
stealing. The identity of the others is Known 
and they will all be ran down soon. 

W. EK. McDaniel is the man who had ad- 
vised the officers of the plot, time and place 
ofthe robbery. He went last night with C, 
E. ADramsand Link Overfield, the bandits 
nowin custody, and two others to Gorin. 
Heisthe man who signalled the train, as 
agreed on by the officers. When the engineer 
stopped the train McDaniels says Abrams, 
the leader of the gans, ran to the engineer 
and called out., We've got you; hold 
up your bands. Th engineer was 
a little slow in responding and Abrams 
shot him. Detective Kinney, who was 
comcealedin the tender, raised up and 
shot Abrams in the shoulder with a dvuubie- 
barreled ane Ye loaded with buck shot. 
Abrams started forthe brushandthe other 
robbers for tbeir horses. horse 
was killed by one Of Kinney’s assistants. 
The robbers fied when the other officers ap- 
peared. This afternoon Abrams and Over- 
Held were jailed here. Abrams may die.

LEVI PARSONS 


MORTON, 


His Barly Life and Career as Finseacier 
and Public Official. 


Levi Parsons Morton was born in Shore- 
ham, Vt., May 16, 1824. He became a clerk 
In a country store, soon developed aptitude 
for business and rose rapidly. in 1830 he was 
made a member of the firm of Beebe, Morgan 
& Co., merchants of Boston, and in 1854 he 
removed to New York, where he established 
the frmof Morton 4 Grinnell. In 1868 he 


founded the now celebrated Danking-house 
of Morton, Bliss & Co., in New York and that 
of Morton, Rose & Co., ia London. The latter 
were the fiscalagents of the United States 
Government from 1878 till 1884. The firms of 
which Mr. Morton is the head were active in 
the syndicates that negotiated United states 
bonds and in the paymentof the Geneva 
award of $15,000,000 and the Halifax fishery 
award of $5,500,000. 

Mr. Morton was appointed honorary com- 
missioner to the Paris Exposition in 1878. In 
the same year he was elected to Congress as 
a Republican from one of the New York dis- 
tricts, and he was re-elected in 1880. 

In the latter year he declined the nomina- 
tion for Viee- President on the Republican 
ticket. President Garfield then offered to 
nomirate Mr. Morton for Secretary of the 
Navy or Minister to France. He chose the 
latter post and nlled it from 1881 to 1885. 

He was Coinmissioner-General tothe Paris 
Electrical Exposition, the representative of 
the United states at the sub-Marine Cable 
Convention and publicly received, in the 
name of he people of the United States, the 
Bartboidl statue of Liberty Enlightening 
the World. 

At the National Republican Convention in 
1888, Mr. Morton was nominated for Vice- 
President on the ticket with Benjamin Har- 
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Winter at Newport.

If 
the present plans are carried out she will not 
arrive in Newport until October. By that 
time all the cottage shutters will be up, all 
the society people will be gone and, so far 
as the locality where the marble palace is 
situated is concerned, Newport will be as 
stupid andiuninteresting as a Oshing village. 

There will be no social life there for Mrs. 
Vanderbilt then. She must put up with the 
companionship of a few shopkeepers, wives 
and possibly a dosen or more secluded 
society ladies, who make themselves more 
or less conspicuous by driving about in dog- 
carts in the afternoon and cause people to 
wonder why they stop there. ‘ 

The popular supposition is that society 
ladies from all the country over, who spend 
a dreary winter in Newport, remote from 
everything that makes life worth living toa 
society woman, do so for the purpose of es- 
tablishing the statutory residence for di- 
vorce proceedings.

Any case where marriage ie void or vold- 
able by law, where either party is for crime 
deemed civilly dead, or from absence or 
other circumstances presumed to 
be dead; extreme cruelty; wilful de- 
sertion for five years, or for 
a shorter time, in discretion of 
court; continued drunkenness; neglect or 
refusal on part of husband to suitably pro- 
vide for wife, orforany other gross misbe- 
havior and wickedness mn eltherof the par- 
ties repugnant to or in violation of marriage 
covenant, or where they nave lived apart 
for ten years; residence of one year re- 
quired; no statutory provisionas to remar- 
riage.

Reasen Why Japen Will Be Recognized 
by the Great Pewers. 


Wasuiretor, D. C., Sept. Ine new 
treaties which Japan is negotiating with the 
t powers, including the United States, 

are regarded in diplomatic circles as an 
event in international affairs quite as im- 
portant asthe Chinese-Japanese war, as the 
treaties will for the first time give official 
recognition to Japan in the sisterhood of 


civilised nations. The terms of the treaty 
with Great Britain have just been made pub- 
lic. A similar treaty is now being negotiated 
with this country, and it is ex ted to be 
the second of the new treaties be signed.

Beast feature of this new series of 
s that they for the first time deal 
with the Japanese a8 a civilized nation en- 
titled to the same treaty rightsas the coun- 
les of Europe orthe Western hemiephere. 
Ali of the Japanese treaties now existin 
treat her asa half barbarous country an 
are relics of the days priorto her advance 
toward civilization in methods. 

The records of the State Department show 
that the United States wus the first to make 
@ treaty of any kind with Japan and the first 
to senda minister there. This was within 
the last forty years, prior to which time 
Japan was in such a benighted condition 
that ne diplomatic communication was had 
With der. In 1858 Sectetary of State Lewis 
Oass sent Towsasend Harris ofikew York 
as OConsel-General and afterwards Minis- 
ter, to Japan. 

Kind Jupa He took his life 
in his hands by pushing inland, going to the 
seat of government at Yeddo, where he suc- 
ceeded in making an advantageous treaty. 
This served as the basis for subsequent 
treaties with Great Britain, Prussia, France, 
Switzerland and other countries. im 1866 our 
Minister, Mr. Portman, nad the treaty 
changed, making the tariff rate 5 per cent 
ad valorem. Other countries secured the 
same change. 

These old treaties are still in force, and 
are the ones about to be superseded by the 
new series of treaties. The main feature of 
the new treaties is that they recognize Japan 
es a full treaty-making power, aod make 
commercial arrangements with her accord- 
ingly. The old treaty gave the United States 
a uniform tariff rate of 5 per cent ad vaiorem 
for sendiag goods into Japan, although tbis 
country was left free to impose such tariff 
rates as she saw ft against Japan. ihe neu 
treaty wiil raise the Japanese rates, on the 
principie that the Government is now abie to 
enact a just and enliehtened tarif law of its 
own. Tue rate for imports from the United 
States is understood to be from 6 to & per 
cent and to be a specific instead of ad valo- 
rem duty. ihis is the rate in the British 
treaty, and the purpose is to have them 
alike. 

Another important change is in opening up 
Japan to Americans and other foreigners. 
The old treaties restrict foreigners to certain 
Gesignated treaty ports. Japan now pro- 
poses to throw open her entire country, mak 
ing only one reservation against the alien 
ownership of land, simiJar to the laws is 
sume American states. With this reserva- 
tion Americans and other toreigners will be 
allowed to conduct business, iease land, etc.., 
in any part of Japan. On the other hand, 
Japan desired by the mew treaties to rid her 
self of the Consular Courts aad other foreign 
tribunais which sitat the treaty ports and 
have jurisdiction over all cases, civil and 
Criminal, in which a foreigner was a party.

Death ef a Young Electrician at the City 
Hespital. 


Louis O. Stidden, an electrician, who was 
formerly employed by the Edison Company. 
died at the City Hospital last evening of 
alcoholism, His case was one of those which 
lllustrate more powerfully than any temper- 
ance lecture, the abject siavery in which 
liquor sometimes holds a man, 


Stidden was 25 years of age. He was a 
graduate of an Eastern college and was re- 
garded as one of the best workmen in the 
employ_of the Edison Company when he was 
sober. Hehas made several efforts to reform 
and had taken treatment at Dwight, Dl., and 
at several other institutions of the kind. 

He frequentiy remained sober for several 
weeks at a time, but when he began drinking 
again de drank so mach that his life was en- 
dangered. He has been at the City Hospital 
many times. The last time that be went out 
Dr. Heine Marks warned him that if he got 
drunk again he would die, Dut the fear of 
death itself was not strong enough to deter 
him from the habitand he was taken to thé 
City Hospital a few days ago so drunk that 
he could not speak. He was given the best 
of care, but bis heart had deen so weakened 
by alcohol that his pulse could scarcely be 
felt. Hecame from a good family, and his 
sister, Mrs. 8. W. Stigelman of Richmond, 
Ind., has been telegraphed and will prob- 
ably bury the body.
